Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 
10 3 as obvious over Speck either alone or in view of 
Nordal. 

Speck generic ally teaches the claimed compound at 
pages 2 and 3 of the specification and its use as an 
X-ray contrast agent. Thus said reference is deemed to 
fully meet the instantly claimed invention. At a very 
minimum the claimed compound, composition and method 
are deemed obvious in view of Speck and particularly 
when in view of Nordal which teaches closely analogous 
compounds having the same utility. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as 
being unpatentable over Nordal taken in view of Felder 
et al (I). Although, the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of 
Title 35 U.S.C. , the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such 
that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. 

It is deemed obvious to combine the teaching of 
Nordal and Felder et al (I) to derive the claimed 
compound since both references are directed to the same
